The crow of the cock is theii 
simplest 
imepiece; 
the sun is the

One of their methods of 
telling 
lime by (he sun is to make a kind 01 
sundial of their hands. 
They hold 
their thumbs so that they touch each 
other horizontally,, land extendi the 
forefingers up perpendicular. 
Then 
they divide the thumb and forefinger 
ut each hand into six parts, nominal 
hour poinl s, one hand representing 
the morning and the other the aft­ 
ernoon. 
According to this division, 
where the thumbs join is 12 o ’clock, 
the tip of one forefinger repr sents 
4) o ’clock in the morning and the 
tip ot the other 6 o’clock in I he aft­ 
ernoon.

junction of the thumbs and the tips 
of the forefingers.
